Patient-Centered Care 


CT hospitals focus on ‘customer’ service 
to enhance patient experience, care

atient-centered care is a term 

heard a lot in health care 

these days as the industry 

grapples with seismic chang- 
es in how health care is evaluated and 
providers compensated. 


The transformation from a fee-for-service model to 
more of a value-based model has healthcare systems dis- 
secting their organizations to improve patient outcomes, 
which some studies suggest improve with patient-cen- 
tered care. 

So what is patient-centered care? 

An influential report 15 years ago from the Institute 
of Medicine, “Crossing the Quality Chasm,” defined it as 
“providing care that is respectful of and responsive to 
individual patient preferences, needs and values, and 
ensuring that patient values guide all clinical decisions,’ 
citing it as one of six aims for quality health care. The 
other aims: that health care be safe, effective, efficient, 


equitable and timely. 

Asked how he would define patient-centered care, 
John Rodis, president of St. Francis Hospital and 
Medical Center, said: “... I think it’s really looking at the 
entire experience that we provide with patients from a 
360 point of view and do what is in their best interest as 
opposed to our best interest. It shouldn't be doctor-cen- 
tered care or hospital-centered care, it should be 
patient-centered care. In other words, what makes the 
most sense to the patient, give them the access, the 
information, the high-quality care that they deserve, 
that’s most convenient for them whenever possible.” 

Connecticut hospitals and care centers demonstrate 
patient-centered care in varying ways and degrees, some 
following established models and guidelines set by an 
international membership organization, others incorpo- 
rating patient-centeredness in their own meaningful ways. 

Regional hospitals’ reflections of patient-centered- 
ness include tastefully designed facilities meant to feel 
warm and open, not sterile and scary; easy and open 
access to patient medical records; emphasis on patient 
and family education; arranging referral appointments 
for patients; combining multiple services under one roof 
to improve convenience; same-day results and follow-up 
consultations on tests like mammograms; immediate 
referral access to behavioral health staff; contacting 
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patients at home to ensure they're following treatment 
protocols; and appointment availabilities before and 
after work. 

While patient-centered efforts take different forms, 
all hospital executives interviewed for this story say 
they've seen care and cost benefits emerge from their 
initiatives. Implementing patient-centered care through- 
out the industry is a work in progress, said Dr. James 
Cardon, CEO of Integrated Care Partners and chief clin- 
ical integration officer at Hartford HealthCare. 

“In health care, my own view is, being a provider for 
a long time, it was very much not focused on patients,” 
Cardon said. “The bar is pretty low at the moment in 
terms of trying to make that experience improved.” 

For one, access to care had to change in the industry, 
he said. “How many times did patients walk in to see 
me and say, ‘Oh I’m so thankful you're able to see me, 
I've only waited a month, ” he said. “It was embarrass- 
ing. I don't think there's anybody in the world who said 
that was a good idea.” 

Rodis also has seen the pendulum swing toward a 
patient-centric focus. While primarily an administrator, 
he’s also a medical doctor, “so I guess I could say this: I 
would say most health care for the last 75 years has been 
more centered around our schedules ... and not really 
being sensitive to patients’ lives and patients’ schedules.”

That’s all changing at St. Francis, Hartford 
HealthCare and elsewhere as hospitals and physician 
practices focus on patient service, satisfaction, education 
and engagement. 

At Griffin Hospital in Derby, patient-centered care 
has been part of the culture and physical environment 
for decades. The hospital’s parent company, Griffin 
Health Services Corp., includes a wholly owned subsid- 
iary, Planetree Inc., which Griffin Health Services CEO 
Patrick Charmel called the international pioneer of the 
patient-centered care movement. He’s also chairman of 
Planetree’s board. 

Planetree launched in 1978, emerging in a few units 
of a San Francisco hospital and became part of Griffin 
in 1988. Planetree developed components that it says 
comprise a patient-centered care facility and created a 
patient-centered hospital designation program for hos- 
pitals and other care facilities. 

About 1,000 care sites in 20 countries follow some 
level of Planetree, including Griffin and Stamford hospi- 
tals, with Griffin the first to be built from the ground up 
as a patient-centered facility when it opened in 1994. 
Stamford Hospital’s new $450 million facility also has 
been built under the Planetree model. 

Planetree founder Angelica Thieriot, inspired by her 
own traumatic hospital stay in the 1970s, and her orga- 
nization were ahead of their time, challenging conven- 
tional wisdom about how patients should be treated and 
involved in their care, Charmel said. 

So was Griffin. It experimented with patient-centered 
care with a homelike maternity unit in its hospital in the 
mid-80s, liked the results and sought more patient-cen- 
tered ideas from Planetree in San Francisco. 

Hearing Griffin's commitment to build a patient-cen- 
tered facility from the ground up that would incorporate 
Planetree principles, Planetree agreed to work with 
Griffin, its first affiliate hospital, on the project. Griffin 


has served as a global example for other hospitals. 

While patient-centered care was nothing new to 
Planetree and Griffin, the Institute of Medicine's decla- 
ration in 2001 that quality care needed to be patient- 
centered “was kind of the legitimation of the patient- 
centered approach,’ Charmel said. 

Planetree gives hospitals a framework to implement 
patient-centered care, and provides support in areas like 
facility design, program development and staff training. 
Members also can network with other hospitals. The 
designation program is organized around bronze, silver 
and gold tiers, each representing incremental levels of 
achievement, according to Planetree's website. 

“We see it as aspirational,’ Charmel said, adding that 
Planetree encourages all levels of hospital commitment 
to patient-centered care. 


GRIFFIN HOSPITAL 


Griffin Hospital is patient-centered throughout, 
incorporating 10 core dimensions that Planetree says 
create patient- and resident-centered concepts and prac- 
tices including promoting patient/resident education, 
choice and responsibility; and offering quality dining, 
food and nutrition, a healing environment and integra- 
tive therapies/paths to well-being. 

“Planetree has done more healthcare consumer focus 
groups than any other, Charmel said, citing 8,000 
groups with 50,000 consumers in 20 countries. “So we 
know what consumers want.’ 

Planetree-designated hospitals exceed the national 
averages in each publicly reported Hospital Consumer 
Assessment of Healthcare Providers and Systems 
(HCAHPS) category, outperform national benchmarks 
on the Centers for Medicare & Medicaid Services pro- 
cess of care core measures and have lower readmission 
rates, according to the website. 


In a piece Charmel co- 
authored in 2008 with Planetree 
President Susan Frampton for 
the Healthcare Financial 
Management Association, they 
cited a study comparing two 
similar hospital inpatient units 
over five years — one with an 
extensive patient-centered care 
program and one without. In 
each of the five years studied, 
the patient-centered inpatient 
unit consistently demonstrated a 
shorter average length of stay than the control unit and 
a statistically significantly lower cost per case than the 
control unit, among other benefits. 

“A lot of what we do in health care and what we've 
done for the last 30 years is because that’s the way it’s 
been always done — and you have to challenge the sta- 
tus quo...,’ Charmel said. “So the pioneers like Griffin 
and Planetree have broken down a lot of the barriers 
and some of those barriers ... are physical.” 

For example, nurses stations aren't separated by bar- 
riers from patients and family. There's an openness to 
nursing units, including residential kitchens where vol- 
unteers bake muffins, apples and breads and create 
smells of home, not of an antiseptic hospital, where 
patients and family can congregate, have coffee and talk. 

There's attention to natural light and building design 
that fosters interaction between caregivers and patients 
and family. 

“Were really trying to heal the mind, the body and 
the spirit,’ Charmel said. 

There's art on the walls and concert-level performers, 
including harpists, violinists and guitarists, who play

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throughout the hospital at least thrice weekly. 

Griffin’s locked psychiatric unit also includes an open 
environment between patients and staff and features like 
a large saltwater fish tank. 

“It’s always been thought that you can't create a heal- 
ing environment in that kind of unit with those kinds of 
patients — that was the last piece of conventional wis- 
dom that we took great pride in challenging,’ Charmel 
said. “It reduces their stress, they need less medication, 
they have faster recovery.’ 

Aside from the physical, Griffin is committed to an 
open medical records policy and has bedside tablets for 
patients to access their records and pose questions. 

There are no posted visitation hours and visitors can 
come and go 24/7, including in the ICU, which was 
designed with a family and visitor corridor outside it 
with bathrooms, showers and sleeping quarters. 

Food is key, too. 

“We really recognize the value of food and nutrition 
in healing and we see hospitalization as a teachable 
moment,’ Charmel said of helping people, for example, 
with chronic diseases learn better eating habits. The food 
is so good, it attracts diners from outside the hospital. 


HARTFORD HEALTHCARE 


The patient-centered focus requires a cultural com- 
mitment and a cultural change - and it has to happen, 
said Hartford HealthCare’s Cardon. 

“That’s probably the biggest thing we've got to tackle 
to make sure it’s on everybody’s radar screen all the 
time,’ he said. “We’ve moved away from thinking (of) 
ourselves as a hospital company and really as a health- 
care delivery system.” 

That system involves myriad parts Hartford 
HealthCare is working to improve and to embed what it 
sees as a holistic and comprehensive approach to the 
patient experience, which begins with staff, Cardon said.

It's tapping the assistance of healthcare consulting firm 
Press Ganey and also has hired a chief experience officer 
as part of the effort. 

At Hartford HealthCare’s Patient Experience 
Showcase earlier this year, Executive Vice President and 
Chief Operating Officer Jeffrey Flaks said patient satis- 
faction scores needed to improve and improving patient 
experience would be the system's top priority. 

Hartford HealthCare's patient-centered focus has 
included taking steps to improve patient access to its sys- 
tem, Cardon said. For its employed medical group, that 
includes hours convenient to patients and seeing them 
within 24 hours of a call. 

Also important is the support built around patients, 
he said. 

Hartford HealthCare's Integrated Care Partners has a 
care-management team that comprises 24 nurses, social 


workers and pharmacists who 
work with the system's primary- 
care physicians to engage patients 
who are at home and not able to 
get in for care or need help manag- 
ing their conditions. 

It's early, but that outreach is 
producing savings, including 
reducing unnecessary and avoid- 
able utilization of services, he said. 
Other patient-focused initiatives 
include helping patients schedule 
appointments with specialists. 

Hartford HealthCare also has 
embedded a behavioral-health 
social worker in 12 of its primary-care practices, “so that 
they're there when a patient comes in and has an issue, 
acute depression, something else that requires a warm 
handoff,’ he said. “It’s no longer a referral out to that 
behavioral-health specialist, but it’s a walk down the hall 
and an introduction.” 

Other patient-focused efforts include co-locating ser- 
vices in one area. 

The new Hartford Healthcare Cancer Institute at The 
Hospital of Central Connecticut that opened last year in 
New Britain was designed, too, with a patient-centered 
focus, including treatment rooms overlooking healing 
gardens, warm colors, a massive stone fireplace and 
more. 

Also important, Cardon said, is getting Hartford 
HealthCare into one electronic health record so provid- 
ers have a patient's history at their fingertips.

happen. “But we really try to focus on outcomes that matter to patients,’ which St. 
Francis learns from constant surveys of patients, he said. 

While he said patient satisfaction scores have been among some of the state's high- 
est in categories such as likelihood to recommend, or rating the hospital 9 or 10, 
Rodis continues to look for improvement. 

In its Connecticut Joint Replacement Institute (CJRI), for 
example, St. Francis began tapping the International 
Consortium for Health Outcomes Measurement (ICHOM) on 
outcomes that matter to patients. For hip and knee replace- 
ment patients, what matters are things like pain relief, return- 
ing to function and the lifestyle one wants, such as playing golf 
and tennis again, returning to work and improved mobility, 
Rodis said. 

“Those are the outcomes that matter to patients, frankly,” 
he said. “Prior to things like ICHOM, we never really asked 
those questions to patients.” 

Even before patients are surveyed, though, all are contacted 
after discharge to ensure, among other things, that they don't have questions, filled 
their prescriptions, are taking medications properly and know when their next 
appointment is. 

“That's very, very important to maintain our relationship with the patient beyond 
the acute episode of care in the hospital,’ Rodis said. 

St. Francis also emphasizes access to care, making it convenient, for example, 
through FastCare clinics with extended hours in several Stop & Shop stores, multiple 
blood-draw clinics throughout the region, and its InQuicker online appointment 
scheduling program for minor emergency care. 

It's also access to information, which St. Francis provides through its MyCare por- 
tal informing patients of test results, medications and more. The hospital has used 
mailings to remind women, for example, of the time elapsed since their last mammo- 
gram and offer the ability to book the next one online. 

Hospitals, too, can use social media to target specific age groups for colonoscopies 
and mammograms, for example, Rodis said. 

“T think that’s the next wave,” he said. “We in health care have been a little late, I 
would say, to use social media as a way to keep patients engaged, but I think we're 
catching up now.’ 

Also with an eye on patient-centeredness, St. Francis built its Comprehensive 
Women’s Health Center to be comfortable and convenient, from valet parking to pri- 
vate registration areas, and a warm environment that includes fluffy robes akin to 
those in top-rated hotels and wraparound services like massage and acupuncture. For 
mammograms, women get test results while they're there and then are introduced to 
staff for immediate follow-up tests or consultations if necessary. 

It's convenient, but also decreases the anxiety women have about waiting for the 
results of a lab test, Rodis said. It might be easier to send a letter a few days later 
about test results, “but that’s not patient-centered care,’ he said. 

The hospital also tries to bridge health disparities in the community through its 
Curtis D. Robinson Center for Health Equity, reaching out to men, for example, in 
barber shops and church groups who might not otherwise get into the health system 
to educate them about the need for prostate screenings and offer free screenings and 
provide the care if they can't afford it. 

Through that program, at least 40 men in Hartford have been identified with 
prostate cancer and treated, Rodis said. 

It costs St. Francis money to offer such programs, “... but the health of my com- 
munity is important to me, it’s not just financial health of our hospital,” Rodis said. 
“Obviously, the financial health of our hospital is important, but I think we have a 
greater role ... to make sure we have healthy communities.” 

St. Francis also is attacking healthcare costs through care coordinators for patients 
like those with heart failure and COPD who have a high chance of hospital readmis- 
sion. The coordinators can reach out to patients at home and ensure they're following 
the care specific to their condition, Rodis said. 

“And by that way, you obviously prevent the readmissions, reduce the costs and do 
the right thing for patients,’ he said. a
